The U. S. Foreign Intelligence Effort 


Pursuant to -my appointment of General Maxwell D. Taylor to 
serve as Chairman of the President's Foreign Intelligence Advisory 
Board, as successor to Secretary Clark M. Clifford, I wish to emphUuia 
me importance .which I attach to the foreign intelligence function in g ■ >v cra- 
m era and to the mission ot the Board. In this period of raoid oolitic*! and 
economic change, the operation of government is more deoendent than 
ever before on reliable, timely intelligence leading to a wise evaluaticn 
of the world situation. Under the coordination and guidance of the 
Director or Central Intelligence, all members of the U. S. foreign 
intelligence community contribute to this essential service. 

I shall continue to look to the Board for a continuous reviev/ and 
assessment of all aspects of the activities of the foreign intelligence 
community and shall expect to receive recurrent recommendations from 
it for strengthening the effectiveness of these activities. 

In accordance with the 1 provisions of Executive Order 10938 of 
May 4, 1961 and of my memorandum of October 19, 1965 on this same 
subj'cct, I wish the Board to be able to assure me at all rimes of me 
quality,, responsiveness and reliability of the intelligence which reaches 
the decision-makers of Government. To assist- it in this mission, I ask 
tne heads oi Departments and Agencies concerned to cooperate fully ana 
xieeiy with the Board in the discharge of its mission. 
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
